Washington, April 13.—President Wilson to- 


day called a meeting of the Cabinet for tomor- 
row to discuss the "general situation." White 
House officials would not say that the "unau- 
thorized" railroad strike has prompted the call, 
but it was understood that this would be the 
principal subject discussed. 


This is the first Cabinet meeting called by 


the President since he returned from his west- 
ern trip last September, a very sick man. 


Washington, April 13.—The Pennsylvania and New 


York Central Railroad were asked today by the Depart- 
'ment.of Justice jto send the names of all their striking 
'employees and to" indicate which of them were leaders 
in the walk-out. Department officials flatly refused to 
discuss the meaning of the messages or to indicate 
whether similar requests would go forward to the execu- 
tives of other railroad corporations. The telegram fol- 
lows: 


"Please send us at once the names of all your em- 


ployees who are on strike indicating the names of any 
of them who appeared to be directing the movement in 
whole or in part."

Under the transportation act the railroad labor 
board is the course of last resort, in disputes between 
the roads and their employees.
